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[- f\HE NEW TESTAMENT, of which 

Nes? an exact copy is given in the following 
pages, was tranflated from the Greek by 
William Tyndale, and is believed to be 
the firft complete edition that was printed in the Englith 
janguage. 

The purpofe of this introdu€tion is to mention a few 
faéts relative to the early life of Tyndale, and his firft 
printing of the New Teftament; to give a brief ac- 
count of the only known copy of it, which is now in 
the Library of the Baptift College in Briftol; and to 
furnith a few details refpecting the character of the 
prefent reproduction. 

William Tyndale, that great and good man, who 
was eminently qualified by God for the work of tranf- 
lating the Holy Scriptures into Englith, was the fon of 
John Tyndale, and grandfon of Hugh Tyndale, both 
of Hunt's Court, North Nibley, Gloucefterthire,® and 
was born about the year 1484. There is, however, no

a defcendant of Thomas Tyndale, younger brother of William 
Tyndale. 
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politive evidence as to the place of his birth, but it was 
probably at Hunt's Court. At an early age he was 
fent to Oxford to be educated; where, fays Foxe, “ He 
by long continuance grewe up and increafed as well in 
the knowledge of tounges, and other liberall Artes, as 
efpecially in the knowledge of the Scriptures: wherunto 
his mind was fingularly addiéted : In fo much that hee 
lying then in Magdalene Hall, read prively to certaine 
ftudents and felowes of Magdalen Colledge, fome par- 
cell of Divinitie: inftruétinge them in the knowledge 
and truth of the Scriptures."* From Oxford he re- 
moved to Cambridge; and thence, in 1519, returned 
to his native County, where he became tutor in the 
family of Sir John Walth, Knight, of Little Sodbury. 
Here he refided for two or three years, during which 
time he became confpicuous for the ardour with which 
he efpoufed the tenets that afterwards became fo widely 
known as thofe of the Reformation. He appears 
to have had no mafter or inftru€tor, but to have 
arrived at a knowledge of the truth from his own 
folitary ftudy of the Holy Scriptures. Taking no pains 
to conceal his opinions, he incurred the difpleafure of 
the ecclefiatics whom he met at Sir John Walth’s table. 
The refult was that he was fecretly accufed ; and jn 1522 
he was fummoned to appear before the Chancellor of 
the Diocefe ; who, fays Tyndale, “ thretened me gre- 
voufly/ and revyled me and rated me as though I had 
bene adogge/ and layd to my charge wherof there coude

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be none accufer brought forth/(as their maner is not to 
bringe forth the accufer) and yet all the preftes of y¢ 
contre were y* fame daye there.”* Nothing ferious, 
however, immediately followed, and Tyndale returned 
to his patron’s houfe at Little Sodbury. ‘‘ It was not 
long after this that Tyndale, happening to be in the 
company of a reputed learned divine, and in converfa- 
tion having brought him to a point, from which there 
was no efcape, he broke out with this exclamation, ‘We 
were better to be without God's laws, than the Pope’s!’ 
“I defy the Pope,’ faid he, in reply, ‘and all his laws ; 
and if God fpare my life, ere many years, I will caufe a 
boy that driveth the plough, to know more of the Scrip- 
ture than you do!** + 

Soon after, he left Sir John Walth's family and went 
to London, with the view of entering the fervice of 
Bifhop Tonftall, but the plan did not fucceed. Our 
Tranflator found hofpitable entertainment under the 
roof of Humphrey Munmouth, a rich citizen of Lon- 
don, in whofe family he refided during the latter half 
of the year 1523. All this time he fecretly cherithed 
his intention of tranflating the New Teftament into 
Englith; but he “ underftode at the lafte not only that 
there was no rowme in my lorde of londons palace to 
tranflate the new teftament/ but alfo that there was no 
place to do it in all englonde/ as experience doth now 
openly declare.” {

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Tyndale therefore refolved to go over fea, and en- 
deavour in Germany to tranflate the New Tefta- 
ment, and there to print it in large pumbers for circu- 
lation amonggt his countrymen at home. He embarked 
carly in 1524 for Hamburgh, having been fupplied by 
the good Munmouth with money fufficient to defray 
his expenfes. How long he refided at Hamburgh is not 
known; but we next hear of him at Cologne, in 1525, 
condu&ting through the prefs of Peter Quentel a quarto 
edition of the New Teftament in Englith, with glofies. 
The work proceeded as far as theet K, when, through 
the machinations of John Cochlzeus, a determined enemy 
of the Reformation, who obtained the fecret from fome 
of Quentel’s workmen, the work was interrupted, and 
‘Tyndale, with his amanuenfis William Roye, efcaped 
up the Rhine to Worms.® A fragment of this edition 
is in the Grenville Library in the Britifh Mufeum, as 
far as theet H, Matthew, chap. xxii, and it is ſuppoſed 
to be the only portion exifting of this work. 

It is now generally conceded that Tyndale printed at 
Worms the New Teftament; not, however, in quarto 
but in o&avo, without gloffes or prologue. He fays in 
this edition, in the addrefs “To the Reder™ (fee the 
end of this volume), “that the rudnes off the worke 
nowe at the fyrft tyme offende them not.” He com- 
mences the preface to his tranflation of the Pentateuch 
with, “ When I had tranflated the newe teftament/ I 
added a piftle unto the latter ende/ In which I defyred

them y' were learned to amend if ought were founde 
amyfie.”* Anderfon was of the opinion that the oftavo 
was the firft that was /ent out, and that he changed the 
form from quarto to octavo, and omitted the gloffes and 
prologue, becaufe “ His quarto Teftament had been 
not merely interrupted, but expofed by a malignant 
enemy, whofe very eye he had evaded; the book had 
been defcribed, and even to the higheft authorities in 
England, as well as marked out for feizure, if poffible."+ 
The evidence adduced appears conclufive that this oftavo 
Teftament is the firft that was completed. 

As there is neither place, printer’s name, nor date, in 
the only known copy of this edition, we will endeavour 
to afcertam them from other fources. With regard to 
the place, Cochlzus fays, ‘‘ The two Englifh apoftates 
(Tyndale and Roye), /natching away with them the 
quarto fheets printed, fled by thip, going up the Rhine 
to Worms, where the people were under the full rage of 
Lutheranifm, that there, by another printer, they might 
complete the work begun.” f 

The queftion, Who was the printer? is one of great 
intereft ; and I fhall therefore give the evidence which 
I have colle&ed on the fubje&t. It will I think appear

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certain that he was Peter Schoeffer. Judging by fome 
of the works executed by him he was likely to be the 
perfon ſelected, and one in whom our Tranflator could 
confide to print a Proteftant verfion of the New Tefta- 
ment. His intercourfe with Tyndale may have quick- 
ened his zeal for printing the Holy Scriptures, which 
he manifefted by three editions of the Prophets, and 
one of the Bible, all Proteftant verfions in German, and 
a Bible and Teftament in Latin. 

Peter Schoeffer was the fecond fon of Peter Schoeffer, 
the celebrated printer of Mayence, for fome years partner 
with John Fauft, After the death of his father, in the 
year 1502, he became poffeffed of his dwelling houfe, 
which he fold in 1512. Wiirdtwein® quotes in full 
the deed of fale; in which he is called a “book printer,” 
fhowing that he was a printer before he left Mayence. 
‘Schaab+ fays that Schoeffer probably removed to Worms 
in the fame year in which he fold the houfe; therefore 
he could not have feen the book which the latter printed 
at Mayence in 1513. Schoelfer is faid to have become 
a Lutheran, and on that account to have left his rela- 
tives at Mayence and to have fettled at Worms. This 
is confirmed by feveral faéts. The German Bible which 
he printed is a Proteftant verfion, and it is ftated that 
it was ſuppreſſed on that account. He was denounced

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as a printer of heretical books, his name being in the 
lift of printers from whofe offices have iffued works by 
heretics; and the Bible which he printed at Venice, in 
1542, is among the Prohibited Bibles.© I have made 
a lift of fourteen works printed byhim; feven of which 
have the imprint, “ Worms,” 1518—1529. (See 
Pp- 27, 28.) 

As I could not learn that a copy of any of the pro- 
du&tions of Schoeffer’s prefs at Worms exifted in Eng- 
land, I vifited the Royal Libraries of Stuttgard and 
Munich. The former poffeffes only the Bible; but in 
the latter I found a book on “ Mining,” 1518, three 
editions of ‘‘ All the Prophets,’’ folio and o¢tavo, 
1527, and octavo, 1528, and the Bible, 1529, all in 
German. The evidence afforded by thefe works is fo 
conclufive, that I have appended to this Introduétion 
facũmiles of two pages, one from the book on Mining 
(ice page 20), the other from the firft oftavo edition of 
the Prophets (fee page 23), together with the titles 
and imprints to identify them (fee pages 19, 21, and 
22); alfo a portion from the Bible containing the fame 
woodcut of St. Paul which occurs in Tyndale’s Tefta- 
ment, and the imprint. (See page 24.) Three fizes 
of type are ufed in the Teftament, befides the capitals

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at the beginning of each chapter ; and thefe, together 
with the numerals which mark the numbers of the 
folios, are all found in four works printed by Schoeffer. 
I have verified this by comparing the Teftament in 
Briftol with the Bible of 1529, and the folio edition 
of the Prophets (both of which I have lately pro- 
cured), and with photographs of the two pages already 
named; and I have no hefitation in faying that the 
type ufed in the Teftament is the fame as that in the 
book on Mining and in the two oétavo editions of 
the Prophets; and alfo the fame as the {mall type 
and capitals employed in the folio edition of the latter, 
and in the Bible. The folio numerals in the Tefta- 
ment are the fame as thofe in the firft oftavo edition 
of the Prophets, and as thofe found in the Bible at 
the foot of the page, following the printer's fignatures. 

Not only is the type in thefe five works the fame as 
that which is found in the Teftament; but the fame 
dire&iing hand may be {een in the fize of the page of 
print, the number of lines in a page, the length of the 
lines, and in the general ftyle of Schoeffer’s two octavo 
editions of the Prophets and of Tyndale’s Teftament. 

‘The water-marks in the paper are thown on page 25. 
‘The larger one is not whole in any leaf of the original, 
owing to the folding of the theets into oftavo. It is 
here given reftored, the ftroke acrofs it thowing where 
it is cut off at the top of a leaf. The water-mark in 
the paper on which Schoeffer’s Bible is printed is alfo 
given, being the fame defign. 

That the type occupies the fame {pace may be

proved by the number of letters in a line. Taking 
23 full lines in each work, the average is as follows :— 
the book on Mining, 37 letters and four over; the 
Prophets, 1527, 364 letters; and Tyndale’s Teftament, 
37 letters, lefs one in the 23 lines. Thus we have the 
fame type, fize of page, and number of lines, and very 
nearly the fame number of letters in a line, in books 
printed by Peter Schoeffer in 1 518, 1527, and 1528 ; and 
the fame type, the woodcut of St. Paul, and the water- 
mark in his Bible of 1529, which we find in Tyndale’s 
Teftament printed at the end of 1525, or early in 1526, 
Are not thefe faéts fufficient to convince us that the 
Teftament was printed by Peter Schoeffer in Worms, 
fupported, as this evidence is, by the other circum- 
ftances which have been already mentioned, fuch as 
Tyndale’s removal to Worms, the Lutheranifm of 
Schoeffer, and the chara&ter of fome of his typo- 
graphical produétions ? 

There is no date in the Teftament, and we have no 
evidence that it was dated. Anderfon ftates that it 
was about the middle of the year 1525 when Cochlzus 
caufed Tyndale to flee to Worms, and as this o€tavo 
Teftament was there printed immediately after, we 
may reafonably conclude that it was publifhed by the 
end of that year or beginning of the next, as we learn 
that it was fold in Oxford by “‘ Mafter Garrett, Curate 
of All Hallows, in Honey Lane, London,” “before 
the 7th of February, 1526."* If the Teftament was 
dated, it might have been 1525 or 1526.

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The Teftament in the Baptift College, Briftol, is the 
only one known complete from the beginning of the 
text to the end of the volume. There is an imperfect 
copy in the Library of St. Paul’s Cathedral. That 
there fhould be one copy and a portion of another, 
preferved to this day, is moft fatisfa&tory. 

This precious volume now refts fecurely in a fire- 
proof fafe in the Library of the Baptift College, 
Briftol, having been bequeathed by Dr. Andrew Gif- 
ford, in 1784, with other books, &c., to the Truftees ; 
and I take this opportunity of exprefling my fincere 
thanks to the Committee for their courtefy in allowing 
this reproduétion. 

The hiftory of the Briftol Teftament, fo far as it is 
known, is comprifed in the following quotations. In 
the volume is pafted a printed paragraph from a 
** Regifter,” dated in writing, ‘13 May, 1760,” part 
of which reads as follows :— 

“On Tuefday evening, at Mr. Langford’s fale of 
Mr. Ames’s books, a copy of the tranflation of the 
New Teftament, by Tyndall, and fuppofed to be 
the only one remaining which efcaped the flames, 
was fold for fourteen guineas and a half. This very 
book was picked up by one of the late Lord Oxford's 
collectors, and was efteemed fo valuable a purchafe 
by his lordfhip, that he fettled 20/. per annum for life 
upon the perfon who procured it; his lordfhip’s library 
being afterwards purchafed by Mr. Ofborne of Gray’s-

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Inn, he marked it at 15s. for which price Mr. Ames 
bought it.” 

On a fly leaf is written; ‘ N.B.—This choice book 
was purchafed at Mr. Langford’s fale on the 13th 
May 1760—by me John White, and on the 13th day 
of May 1776, I fold it to the Revd. Dr. Gifford for 
Twenty Guineas w™ was the price at firft paid for it 
by the late Lord Oxford.”

In the Harleian Catalogue is the following, “No, 
420 The New Teftament, black Letter, ruled with red 
Lines, and all the initial Letters at the Beginning of 
each Book, reprefenting the Subject, finely coloured, 
as likewife all the capital Letters to each Chapter 
and Verfe throughout the Book adorned with differ- 
ent Colours, and raifed with Gold, neatly bound in 
red Morocco.” ® 

Ames, after defcribing the Teftament, fays, “ In the 
poffeflion of J. Ames.” + | 

Of the manner in which this copy found its way 
into the Harleian library, and of the value fet upon it 
by lord Oxford and Mr. Ames, a fhort but interefting 
account is given in the following extra& from a letter 
preferved in the Bodleian library. It is in the hand- 
writing of Ames, is addrefled to Mr. George Ballard, 
and dated Wapping, June 30, 1743: ‘I cannot for-

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bear telling you of my good fuccefs in buying at lord 
Oxford’s fale the pheenix of the whole library; I 
mean the firſt Englith Teftament that ever was printed 
in the year 1526, Tt has been thought no perfeé&t one 
was left from the flames. My lord was fo well pleafed 
in being the poffeffor of it, that he gave the perfon 
[Mr. John Murrey] he had it of, ten guineas, and 
fettled an annuity of twenty pounds a year during the 
perfon’s life, which is yet paid him. ‘The particulars 
are too many to commit to a letter; the old biftorians 
and Fox give a good account of it.’ "* 

The defcription of the Briftol Tyndale may be 
given as follows :—It is not in the original binding, 
has “Jofeph Ames” ftamped outfide on both the 
covers, and Ames's book-plate is pafted in it. It is 
lettered on the back, “ ewe Cestamente by Tyndall 
aſt EDITION. m. d. xxbi.““* OXFORD” was alfo on the 
back, but has been partly gilt over, and “ ForD 
only is now legible. ‘There are marginal references in 
manufcript, apparently contemporaneous, throughout 
the volume, which have been cut into by the binder, 
thowing that the fize has been confiderably reduced. 
A leaf meafures 54 by 4 inches, The volume is evi- 
dently a choice copy, and it probably belonged, at an 
early period, to fome perfon of diftin@ion; as the 
capitals, woodcuts, and paragraph marks inferted on 
every page, being 2606 in number, are all illuminated.

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The pages are ruled with red lines, and there are 
paffages marked with brackets in red ink. A page, 
fintthed in all refpeéts like the original, will be found 
at page 26. The imperfe& copy in St. Paul's Library 
has none of thefe ornaments. 

The volume is without title, and begins with the 
text on folio 1, fignature @ if, and extends in eights to 
folio 343, mifprinted 353, with three unnumbered 
leaves, as will be feen in the following work. BB 8 
is a blank leaf not numbered. Probably the title was 
on Zi. We know that if there was a title it had not 
the Tranflator’s name on it; for Tyndale himfelf elfe- 
where fays, ‘‘ The caufe why I fet my name before 
this litle treatife & have not rather don it in the new 
teftament is, that then I folowed the councel of 
Chryfte which exhorteth men Math. vi. to do their 
good deades fecretly and to be contente with the 
confcience of wel doynge, and that God feeth us, 
and pacyentlye to abyde the rewarde of the laft day 
which chrift hath purchafed for us: and nowe wold 
faine have done lykewife, but am compelled other- 
wife to do,”’® 

I have thought a reproduction of the only known 
copy of the firft edition of Tyndale’s New Teftament, 
perhaps the moft interefting book in our language, 
well worth the time, money, and pains employed in its 
execution. It is a faithful reprefentation of the origi- 
nal; and will be valued not only as a Verfion, but as

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fhowing the fate of the Englith language, the ftyle 
of the printing, the orthography (which is very irregu- 
lar), the puntuation, the divifions of the words at the 
ends of the lines (even to a letter), and the contrac- 
tions ufed. It has been made by tracing on transfer 
paper, placing this on lithographic ftones, and then 
printing it in the ufual way; a method evidently cal- 
culated to infure the clofeft poffible correfpondence 
with the original. 

To prove the corre€tnefs of the work, I have com- 
pared a proof of every page, folding it fo as to place 
each line parallel with, and clofe to, the fame line in 
the original ; fo that, by comparing the line all along, 
I could eafily fee that it was correct. In this way I 
have examined every line throughout the volume, and 
I believe that not a fingle incorreét letter will be found 
in it. I have devoted fo much time to this careful 
examination, in order that the accuracy of the work 
may be relied on. Tyndale alludes, in his addrefs 
“To the Reder,” to “the rudnefs of the worke.” 
This may refer to errors in the printing; and 
thefe the reader will fee, as no alterations have been 
made. At the end of the volume we have “the 
Errours comitted in the prentynge.” Some of thefe 
errors, however, do not exift, and others are incorreétly 
quoted. I ftate this, left it thould be fuppofed that I 
have anywhere correéted or altered the text. I have 
{pecially examined all the lines referred to in the lift, 
and can fay that they are correttly copied. Tyndale 
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fays, “ there is not fo moch as one J therin/ if it lacke 
a tytle over his hed but they have noted it/ and 
Rombre it unto the ignorant people for an herefy."* 
There are but few tittles omitted. 

The paper on which this Teftament is printed has 
been expreffly manufaétured to imitate the colour and 
appearance of the original. It is Aand-made, the fine 
and crofs wires being placed in the paper-maker's 
mould fo as to produce the fame wire-marks as appear 
in the paper ufed by Schoeffer. The large paper 
copies are printed on the fame paper, made thicker for 
the purpofe. A few copies have been printed on old 
paper, which will be defignated as fuch. 

‘As it was by no means uncommon for the early 
printers to work off fome copies of their works on 
vellum, and as we have many examples of the Holy 
Scriptures having been fo printed, a few copies have 
been taken off on this material. 

The whole impreffion of the prefent work confitts 
of 177 copies, of which 26 are in quarto. To pro- 
duce thefe, the entire text has been transferred from 
the 88 ftones ufed in printing the oftavo fize, to 176 
ftones required for the quarto fize, fo as to obtain the 
wider infide and top margins. More than 50 copies are 
fpecially referved and appropriated. It is proper to ftate 
that the work has been effaced from the ftones. 

‘Wher we contemplate the hiftory of William Tyn- 
dale, and the hardhhips and fufferings of a life devoted

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to the great object of giving us the Holy Scriptures 
in Englith, the firft-fruits of his labours being this 
tranflation of the New Teftament; that he was led 
to the ftake a Martyr, for the good work which he 
had accomplifhed ; that his tranflation is fo faithful 
that, notwithftanding the fubfequent revifions by fo 
many learned men, it continues to be, without any 
material alteration, the New Teftament of our day: 
we cannot but be fenfible of the debt of gratitude we, 
in common with all who {peak the Englifh language. 
owe to him, the great Apoftle of pure Chriftianity and 
of Proteftantifm in England. How much greater then 
muft be the debt of gratitude we owe to our Heavenly 
Father, who raifed him up and qualified him for this 
important work, which led the way to the extenfive 
circulation of the facred volume that fo remarkably 
characterifes the nineteenth century.
